At this port of entry to Siberia the 
predominance of the rouble was 
formerly assured by the Chinese, 
Fastern Railway, a Russian imple- 
ment of more or less. peaceful penet- 
ration which dominated the economic 
and political life of Northern: Man- 
‘churia. Whatever currency the 
railway took for freight, and paid! 
out. for wages, was pecessarily the, 
chief money of the territory it 
served. Moreover, . the Chinése 
Eastern Railway was’ and. is. a 
Tink in the great transcontinental!’
